A Tip oh How to Obtain a Moro 8toady 
Supply of Eggs- 
Nature requires her subject# to take 
a a annual vacation, and the moulting 
season, which begins in late summer, 
Is the holiday time for bens. The hen® 
stop laying aud change their old feath­ 
er fire** for a new one, requiring three 
or four months in the operation. When 
the hens take this vacation new laid 
eggs are scarce and remain scan?® jin­ 
ni the pullets hatched dnrffig the ptw 
ceding spring begin to lay. * 
The rcm**dy is very simple and is un­ 
der the control of the pouttrymao. 
The first step is to have chickens 
hatched early, so that the pullets begin 
to lay when the hens begin to moult. 
This Is not difficult. 
Pullets of tbs 
American breeds begin laying at about 
seven months of age. 
leghorn pullets 
begin when about six months old. 
North of the Ohio river this means 
that all hatching must lie over by May 
I at the latest. 
Tile best plan I# to 
have the chi*-kens corning at lutervgls 
during March and April. The earliest 
hatched pullets will, of course, begin 
to lay first, 
lf any of them begin to 
moult their places will be taken by tho 
later ouex. aud a steady supply of eggs 
will be more certain. 
The difficulty In the way of the prac­ 
tical application of this matter la that 
so many poultry kee|»er» are dependent 
on hens fot hatching. 
As loug as w® 
have late hatched chickens we will 
have late sitters.

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ART OF THE CAMERA. 


Tbs First Chemical Step In th# History 
of Photography. 
The distinction of making the first 
chemical step in the history of photog­ 
raphy belongs to Italy, owing to tho 
discovery by alchemists of the six­ 
teenth century that nitrate chloride of 
silver is blackened ou exposure to light, 
while tbs foundation of photographic 
optica was laid by Delta Forta in his 
Invention about 1509 of the camera ob- 
acura—L e., tbs darkening of nitrate of 
silver by light 
Experiments in 1777 by Scheele, a 
Swedish chemist, and by Ritter of Jena 
ta 1801 in the action of rays of light 
upon horn silver carried the science a 
step further. 
Rut to Thomas Wedg­ 
wood of England belongs the honor of 
having been the first to produce photo­ 
graphs by the action of light on a 
sensitive surface, his researches betag 
much aided by the observations of Sir 
Humphry Davy. 
These photographs 
were made In 1802. 
Twat?# years later Nicephore Niepce 
of Cbalons-sur-Soane was the first to 
produce permanent pictures by th# 
means of solar radiation, his process, 
described aa heliography, consisting in 
coating a piece of plated silver or glass 
with bitumen. 
The daguerrotype. which did justice 
without mercy, was produced about 
1839 by Daguerre and Niepce. 
For 
more than twenty years the daguerro­ 
type, facetious descriptions of which 
are found in the pages of Samuel Le­ 
ver. Dickens, Thackeray and Reade, 
held tyrannous away, W. H. Fox Tal­ 
bot in the meantime vainly trying to 
secure recognition for his calotype 
process, which, by the sid of paper 
steeped ta nitrate of silver, produced 
the negative or invisible picture now 
used in all photographs. 
To Howe is credited the Invention of 
the changing box, containing a dozen 
or more Platte* with a special form of 
dark bath, which can be changed with 
one plate at a time from the box and 
then Inserted in the camera for ex­ 
posure. 
Changes In the photographic appara­ 
tus with the introduction of sensitive 
films supported not on glass but on a 
flexible m aterial led many leading pho­ 
tographers of the tate sixties and early 
seventies to seek a material which, al­ 
though possessing the transparency of 
glass, would be lese brittle.—Boston 
Herald.
